It is not, however, intended for public ſale, and originally 
was meant only to affiſt thoſe who ſhould vifit the place. A farther view 
ſucceeded; that of exhibiting ſpectmens of Gothic architecture, as collected 
from ſtandards in cathedrals and chapel-tombs, and ſhewing bow they may 
be applied to chimney-pieces, cielings, windows, balluſtrades, loggias, Ge. 
The general diſuſe of Gothic architecture, and the decay and alterations ſo 
frequently made in churches, give prints a chance of being the ſole pre- 
ſervatives of that fyle. | 


Catalogues raiſonnes collections are very frequent in France and Holland; 
and it is no high degree of vanity to aſſume for an exiſting collection an illuſ= 
tration that is allowed to many. a temporary auttion---an exiſting collection 
even that phraſe is void of vanity. Having lived, unhappily, to ſee the 
nobleſt ſchool of painting that this kingdom beheld, tranſported almoſt out of 
the fight of Europe, it would be firange faſcination, nay, a total inſenfibility 
to the pride of family, and to the moral reflections that wounded pride com- 
monly feels, to expett that a, paper Fabric and an aſſemblage of curious 
Trifles, made by an infignificant Man, ſhould laſt or be treated with more 
veneration and reſpect than the trophies of a palace depofited in it by one 
of the beſt and wiſeſt Miniſters that this country has enjoyed.

Far from fuch viſions of ſelf-love, the following account of pictures and 
rarities 1s given with a view to their future diſperfion. The ſeveral pur- 
chaſers will find a hiſtory of their purchaſes; nor db wvirtuoſos diſſite to 
refer to ſuch a catalogue for an authentic certificate of their curioſities. 
The following collection was made ont of the Jporls of many renowned cabi- 
nets; as Dr. Meade c, lady Elizabeth Germaine 3, lord Oxford's, the ducheſs 
of Portland's, and of about forty more of celebrity. Such well-attefted de- 
Scent 1s the genealogy of the objefts of virtù not ſo noble as thoſe of the 
peerage, but on a par with thoſe of race-horſes. In all three, eſpecially 


the peargrees of peers and rarities, the line is often continued by many in- 


fignificant names. 


The moſt confiderable part of the following catalogue conſiſts of miniatures, 
enamels, and portraits of remarkable perſons. The collection of miniatures 
and enamels is, I believe, the largeſt and fineſt in any country. His Ma- 
gefly has ſome very fine, the duke of Portland more; in no other is to be 
ſeen, in any good preſervation, any number of the works of Iſaac and Peter 
Oliver. The large pieces by the latter, in the royal collection, faded long 
ago by being expoſed to the ſun and air. Monſ. Henery at Paris, and 
others, have many fine pieces of Petitat. In the following hit are ſome 
moſt capital works of that maſter, and of his only rival Zincke. Raphael's 
miſſal is an unique work in miniature of that monareh of painting; and 
the book of pſalms by Julio Clovio the fineſt ſpecimen extant of illumination. 
The drawings and bas-reliefs in wax, by lady Diana Beauclerc, are as 
znvaluable as rare. | 


To an Engliſh antiquary muſt be dear ſo many hiftoric pictures of our 
ancient monarchs and royal family; no fewer than four family-pieces of 
Henry 5th. 6th. 7th. and 8th. of queen Mary Tudor and Charles Brandon; 
of the ducheſs of Suffolk and her ſecond huſband; and that curious and 


well. painted picture of Charles 2d. and his gardiner. Nor will ſo many 
works 
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works of Holbein be toſs previous 1s him, eſpociatly Kueche dux. 


from his Triumphs of Riches and Poverty. 


To virtuoſos of more claſſic taſte, the ſmall buſls of Yupiter Serapis in 
baſaltes, and of Caligula in bronze, and the filver bell of Benvenuto Cel- 
lini, will diſplay the art of ancient and modern ſculpture--=-how big i 
was carried by Greek flatuaries, appears in the eagle. 


To thoſe who have flill more tafle than confifis in meer fight, the cata- 
bogue itſelf will convey ſatigfactian, by containing a copy of madame du 


Deffand's letter in the name of madame de Sevignd; not written in ini- 


tation of that model of letter-writers, but compoſed of more delicacy of 


thought and more elegance of expreſſion than perhaps madame de Sevigne 
herſelf could have attained. The two ladies ought not to be compared- 
one was all natural eaſe and tenderngſi- the other charms by the graces 
of the moſt poliſhed flyle, which, however, are leſs beautiful than the graces 
of the wit they cloatbe. | 


Upon tbe whole, ſome tranſient pleaſure may even hereafter ariſe to the 
peruſer of this catalogue. To others it may afford another kind of ſatis- 


Faction, that of criticiſm. In a houſe affecting not only obſolete archi« 


tecture, but pretending to an obſervance of the coſtume even in the fur- 


niture, the mixture of modern portraits, and French porcelaine, and Greek 


and Roman ſculpture, may ſeem heterogeneous. In truth, I did not mean 
to make my houſe ſo Gothic as to exclude convenience, and modern refine= 
ments in luxury. The defigns of the infide and outfide are ftriftly ancient, 
but the decorations are modern.* Would our anceſtors, before the reforma- 


tion of arcbitecture, not have depofited in their gloomy caftles antique flatues

I have ſpecified what it contains; could I deſcribe 
the gay but tranquil ſcene where it flands, and add the beauty of the 
landſcape to the romantic caſt of the manſion, it would raiſe more pleaſing 
Senſations than a dry hiſt of curigſities can excite: at leaſt the proſpett 
would recall the good humour of thoſe who might be diſpoſed to condemn 
the fantaſtic fabric, and to think it a very proper habitation of, as it 
was the ſcene that inſpired, the author of the Caſtle of Otranto.

AT STRAWBERRY-HILL NEAR TWICKENHAM. 


HERE the Gothic Caſtle now ſtands, was originally a ſmall tene- 
ment,* built in 1698, and let as a lodging-houſe : Cibber once 
took it, and wrote one of his plays here, The Refuſal, or the Lady's 

Philoſophy, After him, Talbot biſhop of Durham had it for eight years: + 

then, Henry Bridges marquis of Carnarvon, ſon of James duke of Chandos, 

and ſince duke himſelf. It was next hired by Mrs. Chenevix,f the noted 
toy-woman, who, on the death of her huſband, let it to lord John Philip 

Sackville, ſecond ſon of Lionel duke of Dorſet : he kept it about two years, 

and then Mr. Walpole took the remainder of Mrs Chenevix's leaſe in May 

1747, and the next year bought it by act of parliament, it being the property 

of three minors of the name of Mortimer. Along with this houſe and ſome

other tenements was another ſmall one,* then occupied by Richard Franck- 
lin, printer of the Craftſman, who had been taken up for printing that paper 
during the adminiſtration of fir Robert Walpole. P When Mr. Walpole 
bought Strawberry-hill, there were but five acres belonging to the houſe : 
the reſt have been purchaſed ſince. The caſtle now exiſting was not entirely 
built from the ground, but formed at different times, by alterations of and 
additions to the old ſmall houſe. The library, and refectory or great par- 
lour, were entirely new built in 1753; the gallery, round tower, great 
cloyſter, and cabinet, in 1760 and 1761; the great north bed- chamber in 
1770; and the Beauclerc tower with the hexagon cloſet in 1776. 

The embattled wall to the road is taken from a print of Aſton-houſe in 
Warwickſhire, in Dugdale's hiſtory of that county. 

Entering by the great north gate, the firſt object that preſents itſelf is a 
{mall oratory incloſed with iron rails; in front, an altar, on which ſtands a 
faint in bronze; open niches, and ſtone baſons for holy water; deſigned by 
John Chute, eſq; of the Vine in Hampſhire, On the right hand is a ſmall 
garden called the abbot's garden, parted off by an open ſcreen, taken from 
the tomb of Roger Niger biſhop of London in old St. Paul's. Paſſing on 
the left, by a ſmall cloyſter, is the entrance to the houſe, the narrow front

In the winding cloyſters on the right hand are ſome ancient bas-reliefs 3 and a braſs plate with 
the effigies of Ralph Walpole biſhop of Norwich and Ely, engraven by Mintz (a Swiſs painter 
who lived ſome time with Mr. Walpole) and a Chineſe lanthorn with ſcraped oyfter-ſhells, 
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of which was deſigned by Richard Bentley, only ſon of Dr. Bentley, the 
learned maſter of Trinity-college, Cambridge. Over the door are three 
ſhields of Walpole, Shorter, and Robſart. 

You firſt enter a ſmall gloomy hall paved with hexagon tyles, and lighted 
by two narrow windows of painted glaſs, repreſenting St. John and St. Francis. 
his hall is united with the ſtaircaſe, and both are hung with gothic paper, 
painted by one Tudor, from the ſcreen of prince Arthur's tomb in the cathe- 
dral of Worceſter. The balluſtrade was deſigned by Mr. Bentley; at every 
corner is an antelope [one of lord Ortord's ſupporters] holding a ſhield. In 
the well of the ſtaircaſe, by a cord of black and yellow, hangs a gothic lant- 
BE horn of tin japanned, deſigned by Mr. Bentley, and filled with painted glaſs ; 
the door of it has an old pane with the arms of Vere earl of Oxford.

ON THE STAIRCASE, 


IN a niche, The armour of Francis 1ſt. king of France, of ſteel gilt, and 
covered with bas-reliefs in a fine taſte: his lance is of ebony inlaid with 


filver ; his ſword ſteel; beautifully inlaid with gold, probably the work of 


Benvenuto Cellini : there is alſo the armour for the horſe's head. This 
very valuable ſuit of armour was purchaſed from the Crozat collection in 
1772, on the death of the Baron de Thiers, when the czarina bought the 
fine collection of pictures and bronzes. Over againſt it, 

Henry 5th and his family; bought in 1773, at the ſale of James Weſt, 
preſident of the Royal Society. See a deſcription and print of this picture 
in the firſt volume of the Anecdotes of Painting in England. This picture 
came out of Stafford-houſe, or Tart-hall, Weſtminſter; and I imagine that 
this, and the two others of Henry 6th. and 7th. were done by order of Henry 
>th. in honour of the houſe of Lancaſter. I have heard that that of Henry 
6th. came out of the palace of Shene. 

Henry 8th. aged 29, and Charles 5th. aged 20, in one picture from Mr. 
Weſt's collection. Behind Charles 5th. are two figures, probably deſigned 
for his grandfather and father, the emperor Maximilian, and Philip, 

Two ſhields of leather, for tournaments, painted by Polidore ; one has 
the head of Meduſa, the other of Perſeus: on the inſides are battles in gold.

In this piece Mr. Bentley has repreſented himſelf and his ſecond wife on the fea ſhore, 
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They came out of the collection of commendatore Vittoria at Naples, and 
were ſent to Mr. W. by fir. W. Hamilton, with a third of iron, repreſent- 
ing the ſtory of Curtius, but certainly not —_ as there is a cannon and 
an embattled tower at a diſtance. 

Over the middle arcade is a curious ancient head of Henry 3d. carved 
in alto-relievo on oak, from the church of Barnwell near Oundle in 
Northamptonſhire, which he endowed. This head is very like to the 
effigies on his tomb, and to that in painted glaſs in the chapel here at Straw- 


- berry-hill.

T* an open veſtibule of three gothic arches, lighted by a window entirely of 
painted glaſs, and ornamented over the doors and niches with quarterings 
of the family of Walpole, painted by Grant. 
Two ſuits of armour, on one of which is the mark of a bullet; two hel- 


mets; a gauntlet; a round leathern quiver; and two pair of ſtirrups; from 


Coombe, near Kingſton in Surry, which ſeat formerly belonged to the great 
Richard Neville earl of Warwick. Theſe arms therefore probably were 
part of thoſe which ſerved his troops when he marched to Weſtminſter to 
awe the parliament in the reign of Henry the Sixth. 

A beautiful Perſian ſhield, made of a rhinoceros's hide tanned, enamelled, 
and almoſt tranſparent.

An Indian ſword, the blade waving and damaſked, the endend of wood 
twiſted with cane, the hilt an owl carved in wood. 

Two Indian quivers, full of arrows. 

An Indian lance, the head of wood double 1 and delicately wrought, 
that it might break into ſplinters in a wound.

Tus LIBRARY. 


HE books are ranged within Gothic arches of pierced work, taken from 

a ſide- door caſe to the choir in Dugdale's St. Paul's. The doors them- 
ſelves were :defigned by Mr. Chute. The chimney- piece is imitated from 
the tomb of John of Eltham earl of Cornwall, in Weſtminſter-abbey ; the 
ſtone-work from that of Thomas duke of Clarence, at Canterbury. An 
ancient curfeu, or couvre-feu; from Mr. Goſtling's collection. The cieling 
was painted by Clermont, from Mr. Walpole's deſign drawn out by Mr. 
Bentley. In the middle is the ſhield of Walpole ſurrounded with the quar- 
ters borne by the family. At each end in a round is a knight on horſeback, 
in the manner of. ancient ſeals; that next to the window bears the arms of 
Fitz Oſbert, the other of Robſart. At the four corners are ſhields, helmets, 
and mantles; on one ſhield is a large H, on another a W, ſemte of croſs 
croſslets, in imitation of an ancient bearing of the Howards in Blomfield's 
Norfolk. On another ſhield is the Saracen's head, the creſt of the family, 
but here the Catherine-wheel is above the cap, not on it; having been fo 
borne by the Robſarts, as appears from the tomb of Lodowic Robſart lord 
| 3 Bourchier, 
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Bourchier, in Weſtminſter-abbey. On the fourth ſhield is an antelope, one 
of lord Orford's ſupporters, with the arms about his neck, reſting under a 
tree, as in old devices. On either fide is the motto of the family, Fari gue 
ſentiat ; and at the ends, M. Dc. LIv, the year in which this room was 
finiſhed, expreſſed in Gothic letters: the whole on a moſaic ground, 

The large window and the two roſe windows have a great deal of fine 
painted glaſs, particularly, Faith, Hope, and Charity, whole figures in 
colours; a large ſhield with the arms of England, and heads of Charles iſt. 
and Charles 2d. | - 

On one ſide of the window, a landſcape by Polemberg. Oppoſite to it, ?

On the weights are the initial letters of Henry and Anne, within true 
lovers knots; at top, Dieu et mon Droit; at bottom, The moſt happy.--- 
One of the weights, agreeably to the indelicacy of that monarch's gallantry, 
is in a ſhape very conformable to the laſt motto. The pedeſtal is adorned 
with ſmall heads of bronze gilt of the age of Henry 8th. but which did not 
belong to the clock.

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| ited of Benedict i in the ſcene with Martin, and the tenderneſs, deſpair, 

and reſolution of the counteſs in the laſt ſcene; in which is a new ſtroke of 
double paſſion in Edmund, whoſe right hand is clenched and ready to ftrike 
with anger, the left hand relents. In the ſcene of the children, ſome are 
evidently vulgar, the others children of tank; and the firſt child, that pre- 
tends to look down and does leer upwards, is charming. Only two ſcenes 
are reprefented in all the feven, and yet all are varied and the groynd i in the 
firſt, by a very uncommon effect, evidently deſcends and rifes again.

N the ſouth-weſt corner of the wood, is built of brick, with a beautiful 
front of Portland ſtone, executed by Mr. Gayfere of Weſtminſter, and 
taken from the tomb of Edmund Audley biſhop of Saliſbury, in that cathe- 
dral. In the anti-chapel is an oaken Gothic bench, deſigned by Mr. Bent- 


ley; over it, a head of faint John Baptiſt, alto-relievo, in marble, on a 


pedeſtal of the ſame in a fine taſte, the work of Donatello, and a preſent 
from fir Horace Mann. On the oppoſite fide, a crucifix of bronze; and 


beneath it, on an angular pedeſtal of fayence on which is a buit of an angel, 


ſtands an encenſoir of bronze. By the door is a holy-water-pot of earthen- 
ware, given by Mr. G. A. Selwyn. 

Four pannels that came out of the abbey of St. Edmundſbury, and were 
Goors to an altar-piece, and were fince in the poſſeſſion of Peter Leneve, 
Norroy, and after him of Mr. Martin and Mr. Ives, antiquaries ; on whoſe 


death Mr. W. bought and had them ſawed into four pictures. On the out- 


fide pannels are Henry Beaufort cardinal of Wincheſter, and John Kemp 
archbiſhop of Canterbury. On one of the inſides is Humphrey duke of 
Glouceſter praying, and behind him a faint holding the duke's cap of eſtate 
in one hand, and a golden chalice in the other. On the other is a perſon 
in the act of adoration in a ſtable, whence it is probable that the virgin 
and child were repreſented on the middle piece which is wanting. This 
' perſon ſeems to be Joſeph, but may be the donor of the altar-piece, as 
over him is a ſhield of arms of Tate, impaling Boleyn or Sanders, for 
the colour of the chevron is turned black. Theſe perhaps might be at- 
tached to the houſe of Lancaſter, who were great benefactors to the abbey, 
and two princes of which family, afterwards ſo memorable for their enmity, 
are here repreſented. The three portraits agree remarkably with thoſe of 
the ſame perſons in the marriage of Henry 6th. in the library, eſpecially the 


archbiſhop and the duke, who has the ſame bald head and furred mantle. / 


The two prelates are hard and dry, but the duke and Joſeph are painted in a 
ſtyle very ſuperior to that age, and the folds of their garments looſe and 
large, not unworthy of the Bologneſe ſchool. 

M In 
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In the window are the original portraits * of Henry 3d. and his queen in 
painted glaſs, with other ſaints and coats of arms. Fronting the door ſtands 
a magnificent ſhrine + of moſaic, three ſtories high; and beneath it, a cru- 
cifix I inlaid with mother of pearl, bought at the fale of the honorable 
Richard Bateman in 1774. On one ſide of the ſhrine in a receſs, ſtands on a 
conſole a figure of an ancient king of France, in fayence; on the other fide, 
the virgin Mary, of bronze. The roof was deſigned by Mr. Chute. On a 
tablet over the door is the following inſcription : 

The ſhrine in front was brought in the year 1768 from the church of ſanta 
Maria maggiore in Rome, when the new pavement was laid there. This ſhrine 
was erected in the year 1256 over the bodies of the holy martyrs Simplicius, 
Fauſtina, and Beatrix, by John James Capoccio and Vinia his wife ; and was 
the work of Peter Cavalini, who made the tomb of Edward the Confeſſor in 
Weſtmin/ter-abbey. See the Anecdotes of Painting, vol. 1. p. 17. 

The window was brought from the church of Bexbill in Suſſex. The two 
principal figures are king Henry 3d. and Eleanor of Provence his queen, the only 
portraits of them extant. King Henry died in 1272, and we know of no 
painted glaſs more ancient than the reign of his father king John. J. beſe por- 
traits have been engraved for the frontiſpiece to the Anecdotes of Painting. 

This chapel was erected by Horace Walpole in the year 1771. The facade 
Was copied from a chapel-tomb in the cathedral of Saliſbury. 


At the end of the winding walk is a large ſeat in the form of a ſhell, 
carved in oak, from a deſign by Mr. Bentley.
